Until Prices Are Lowered. 
New York Food Commis- 
sioner Admits Situation 
Has Reached Acute Stage. 


New York, 20.—Following 
many clashes between the police and 
women food rioters at the city hall and 
in congested tenement districts today, 
Joseph Hartigan, commissioner’ of 
weights and measures, announced that 
he was doiing everything in his power 
to stimulate the flow of foodstuffs into 
this city from all parts of the country. 

Reports received by the commission- 
er indicate that the situation has 
reached an acute stage which, he as- 
Serts, calls for the esttablishment by 
congress of “some sort of food control 
commission to meet. the per capita 
consumption of food in thé United 
States.” 

While retail shop keepers and push 
cart peddlers have been forced to bear 
the brunt of the assault of the angry 
housewives here, the bureau of weights 
and measures announced that “the ab- 
normal exportation of foodstuffs and 
the sub-normal production are the un- 
derlying causes of the advance in 
prices.” It was said, however, that 
there is “abundant evidence of specu- 
lation in canned goods.” 

Women Are Desperate. 

So desperate have the women 
some parts of the city become, it is 
said, that hundreds of food peddlers 
have locked their push carts in stables 
and suspended business. A number of 
these dealers who ventured out on the 
upper East Side today were set upon 
by a mob of housewives when it was 
found they were selling onions at 15 
cents per pound and potatoes at 9 and 
10 cents per pound. The peddlers were 
driven from the streets into hallways 
of tenements, where the women tore 
their clothing and _ seratched their 
faces. Meantime the pushcarts were 
demolished and their contents strewn 
about the streets. 

After several hundred women had 
stormed the city hall in an effort to 
see the mayor, Mrs. Ida Harris, presi- 
dent of the Mothers’ Vigilance league, 
issued a statement in which she de- 
clared it had been decided to keep 
children away from the schools until 
the prices of food are lowered. This 
step, Mrs. Harris asserted, was justi- 
fied on the ground that poorly fed 
children are in no condition to profit 
by schoooling. 

“We Want Bread.” 

When they moved on the city hall 
the women screamed: “We want bread.” 
They came to place their plight before 
Mayor John P. Mitchel. Many carried 
babies., They swarmed up the steps 
and tried to push their way into the 
building. Policemen on guard shut the 
gates, and from the basement, where 
there is a police station, reserves 
rushed up and restored order. The 
women were informed that Mayor 
Mitchel had not yet arrived. 

The leader was Mrs. Ida Harris, 
president of the Mothers’ Vigilant 
League. She and three other women 
were allowed to enter and await the 
mayor's coming. “We are starving,” 
Mrs. Harris told the mayor’s body- 
guard. “We demand help from the 
mayor. We will not be responsible for 
what happens if we don't get it.” 

“Sweet Marie” Gans, one of Mrs. Har- 
ris’ companions, addressed the women 
from the city hall steps and was ar- 
rested, charged with disorderly con- 
duct. 

When the police took her from the 
city hall station for arraignment in 
court a group of women attempted-to 
rescue her, but were fought off and a 
guard was thrown around city hall. 

The women remaining near the spot 
continued to shout, “‘We are starving” 
until mounted police scattered them. 

Meanwhile a mob of women gathered 
around a produce market on the East 
Side and began to overturn push Carts. 
Three of them were arrested. 

FOOD INVESTIGATION 
BY THE GOVERNMENT. 

Chicago, February 20.—While a hun- 
ger demonstration was taking place in 
New York today, and Chicago, like the 
rest of the country, was facing higher 
prices for table necessaries, it was an- 
nounced by United States District At- 
torney Clyne that the federal govern- 
ment’s investigation into the food prob- 
lem would open in Chicago probably 
next week. 

The district attorney made this an- 
nouncement soon after his return from 
Washington, where he conferred with 
Frank Dailey, a special assistant attor- 
mney general. Much evidence bearing on 
the situation was said to have been 
gathered by agents of the department 
of justice, and is ready for presenta- 
tion to the federal trade commission, 
which has been ordered by President 
Wilson to conduct an inquiry into the 
rising price of food. Some of “ was

A500 PERSONS 


KILLED AND HURT 


According to Latest Berlin 
Report on Explosion at 
Russian Port of Archangel. 
Explosion February 4. 


Berlin, February 20.—(Via Sayville.) 
It is reported from Copenhagen, says 
the Overseas News agency, that 1,500 
persons were killed and 3,000 wounded 
in an explosion of ammunition at 
Archangel, Russia. 

“A Copenhagen telegram says that 
travelers returning from Russia declare 
that the last great explosion at Arch- 
angel was much more considerable than 
was made known in dispatches from 
Russia,” says the news agency. “The 
explosion took place at the naval sta- 
tion while ammunition was being un- 
loaded from a steamer. Not a trace 
of this steamer remained. The explo- 
sion killed or wounded everyone within 
a radius of one kilometer, 1,500 per- 
sons being killed and 3,000 wounded. 
The damage amounts to 50,000,000 ru- 
bles.” 

It was reported on February 4 that | 
an icebreaker at Archangel had blown '| 
up and that thirty persons were be- 
lieved to have been killed and 300 in- 
jur 2d.

With only one working day left in 
the big campaign to raise 15,000 mem- 
bers for the Atlanta Chapter American 
Red Cross, all workers are urged by 
General Chairman Bolling H. Jones to 
put on extra steam today and close up 
the membership work. 

There is every reason to hope that 
the 15,000 members will be secured by 
some time tomorrow. which is Wash- 
ington’s birthday, but the campaigners 
are not going to quit until they have 
succeeded. ‘the attaining of a 15,000 
membership im Atlanta will give this 
city a world’s record, as no other city 
in the world has ever obtained a mem- 
bership of over 5 per cent in time ol 
peace, while 15,000 would give Atlanta 
a membership of 7% per cent of the to- 
tal population. 

A great impetus has been given the 
Red Cress campaign in Atianta since 
has been fully understood that. the 
money being raised is not for war pre- 
paredness and is muca more likely to 
be spent for relief in time of civic 
disaster than foy nursing the wounded 
in time of war. 

Membership in the American Red 
Cross costs $1.00 and carries no obliga- 
tion whatever beyond the paymen of 
this membership fee. The men who join 
assume no obilgation for Red Cross 
service in time of war and neither do 
the women or chiidren. Any relief 
work which they may choose to engage 
in, such as voluntary nursing or medi- 
ca] assistance or making of bandages, 
is entirely optional with the individual.

VISANSKA SCORES 
UITY HEALTH BOARD 


Tells West End Mothers 
There Is No Such Disease 
as “Acidosis,” and Talk 
About It Is All Humbug. 


The city board of health and the 
health department were scored by Dr. 
Samuel A. Visanska Tuesday after- 
noon at a meeting in the Lee street 
school of the mothers of West End, 
when he allayed their fears about 
“acidosis,” a so-called new disease. 

Dr. Visanska said the board of health 
was “not on the job,” that the health 
officials thought they knew too much 
to be criticised, and were inoculated 
with the “stick together” germ. Health 
officials, he said, accepted death cer- 
tificates with “acidosis” as the cause 
of death, and there had been no effort 
to ascertain why children were suffer- 
ing from illmess that may have been 
caused by bad milk or improper food. 

He gave the salaries received by the 


health officials as follows: 

“Health officer, $3,000 a year; bac- 
teriologist and chemist, $2,700; assist- 
ant, $1,500, with a stenographer who 
was paid $960, to say nothing of a 
janitress who received the odd amount 
of $249.60 a year.” The same kind of 
work done by this department, he stat- 
ed, was performed by a state official, 
who looked after the whole state of 
Georgia, for a salary of only $1,500 a 
year. 

“No Such Disease as Acidosis.” 

Dr. Visanska said there was no such 
disease as acidosis. 

“It igs a coined word,” he said, ‘‘and 
expresses a condition and not a malady. 
Many years ago medical writers men- 
tioned such a condition and it is there- 
fore nothing new. it simply means 
that a condition exists which indicates 
the presence of acetone or diacetic 
acid. This may be caused from vari- 
ous disorders. It may result from poor 
nutrition, improper food and especially 
from milk filled with bacteria or wa- 
ter which is impure. 

“It is absurd to speak of acidosis be- 
ing epidemic. So far as 1 personally 
know there has not been a déath from 
such a cause in Atlanta. J] have treat- 
ed cases in which there were indica- 
tions of acetone or diacetic acid, but 
none resulted fatally. We can find 
such acids in case of high fever bron- 
cho-pneumonia, acute indigestion and 
various other ailments.” 

Dr. Visanska told the mothers pres- 
ent to watch the food which their chil- 
dren ate and the liquids which they 
drank.

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OFFICER PRESTON 
WOUNDED IN DUEL 


Policeman Is Shot Twice, 
and Wounded Negro, Now 
Under Arrest, Is Believed 
to Have Been His Assailant 


In a pistol duel with a negro last 
night Bicycle Officer C. F. Preston was 
shot twice when he attempted to ar- 
rest the black, who was firing his 
pistol at the corner of Davis and Mark- 
ham streets. 

Preston also shot twice at the black 
but stated that he did not believe he 
hit him. 

The officer was rushed to Grady hos- 
pital, where an examination proved 
that neither wound -was serious. One 
glanced off his forehead above the 
right eye, and*the other went into his 
lower right side, glancing on a rib 
and not penetrating into the abdomen. 
The bullet lodged behind the second 
rib. , 

Later a negro named George John- 
son was arrested at 15 Greensferry 
avenue in a raid on this place by the 
police. Johnson was shot through the 
right side, but claimed that he was ac- 
cidentally hit by one of Preston’s stray 
bullets when the officer was shooting 
at the negro who wounded him. 

Johnson was found in a back room 
of his sister's house, hiding under- 
neath a bed. When Call Officer George 
E. Holley, who had gone into the room 
by himself, discovered him, Johnson’s 
sister, named Martha Harper, attacked 
the officer. 

Night Chief of Police Jett, Police 
Commissioner Andy King and Call Of- 
ficer Jack Malcolm quickly rushed to 
Officer Holley's aid, and Johnson was 
jerked out from underneath the bed. 

“Yessar, bosses, I was shot by Mr. 
Preston, but he wasn’t shooting at me. 
He was shooting at de nigger I was 
with, and one of his bullets hit me,” 
he exclaimed. 

Night Chief Jett stated that there 
was no doubt that the right man was 


captured. 

The description of the negro given 
by Officer Preston fits George John- 
son, who is now a patient at Grady 
hospital. ~ 

Preston’s wife and father hurried to 
Grady hospital. The father, night 
watchman at the Magic Creaner com- 
pany, Whitehall street, was notified by 
his employer, James McNally, of his 
son’s accident. 

Preston has four little children: Du- 
ree, aged 15, girl; Leonard, aged 12; 
Irene, aged 10, and Charlie May, aged 
3, girl. He lives at 9 Esten street. 

He joined the Atlanta police force 
in 1909 and has a good record. 

Ambulance Driver Frank Trammell, 
of Grady hospital, made the run from 
the hospital to Davis and Markham 
streets for the wounded officer in just 
seven minutes’ time.

Said Women Should Vote, 


‘“T believe the salvation of our homes 
and our children will be to place the 
ballot in the hands of our women,” Dr. 
Visanska exclaimed, “and he was loud- 
ly applauded. “You should _ vote,” 
he added, ‘‘so you can get good pwblic 
service. Women ought to be on the 
health board, the park board, the libra- 
ry board and the school board.” 

Continuing he said: 

“This town is asleep like old Rip 
Van Winkle, and it is about time we 
were waking instead of trying to 
scare people to death about acidosis. 
They talk about not having enough 
money to run Atlanta. Why, if you 
gave them $20,000,000 they still wouldn't 
have enough.” 

No Meningitis or Infantile Paralysis, 

Dr. Visanska said there was, so far 
as he could learn, no meningitis or in- 
fantile paralysis in the city. 

“And there isn’t any acidosis, either,” 
he said. “Just watch your children’s 
food and drink. Go out and meet your 
milkman sometimes instead of letting 
the servant do it for you. Buy a small 
thermometer and test the temperature 
of the milk a’s soon aS it arrives. If it 
is too warm, notify the health office— 
maybe they will help you. If it is cool 
enough, put it at once in an ice box 
and keep it cold. Warm milk is a most 
fertile field for bacteria. Once there 
was a meeting in this city about milk 
and our report was ignored by the 
health officials, but we accomplished 
great good, anyway.” 

Dr. Visanska warned the mothers to 
keep calm. He said that when the 
body controlled the nerves people walk- 
ed backwards. ' 

‘PDori’t talk about sickness too much,” 
he told the mothers. “Don’t whisper 
at the sewing society that so and so’s 
child has acidosis. That is the way, 
I reckon, all this talk got a start.” 

When he concluded the mothers, some 
300 of them, thanked him for his talk.

Fate of Reed Amendment, 
Which Makes It Crime to 
Import Liquor Into “Dry”. 
State, to Be Decided. 


Washington, February 20.—The sen- 
ate measure forbidding shipment of 
liquor into prohibition’ states, even 
where state laws authorize such ship- 
ments for personal use, will come to 
a vote in the house tomorrow with 
both wet and dry advocates divided 
among themselves as to the expedi- 
ency of its passage. 

Those favoring the provision, which 
was written into the annual postal ap- 
propriation bill by the senate, declare 
it will pass with votes to spare. Some} 
prohibition advocates will not support| 
it, however, because they Delieve so 
drastic a measure would be difficult 
of enforcement and would react seri- 
ously against the prohibition move- 
ment. For the same reason some rep- 
resentatives who have lined up here- 
tofore against prohibition are expect- 
ed to vote in favor of the senate’s pro- 
posal. 

How extensive these defections will 
be or whether they will upset the nor- 
mal prohibition majority in the house 
was not apparent tonight and house 
leaders professed to be in the dark as 
to the outcome.

QUART A MONTH 
IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Columbia, S. C., February 20.—The 
so-called ‘“quart-a-month” liquor bill, 
as reported by a conference of both 
houses, was passed by both branches 
of the South Carolina legislature to- 
day and now goes to Governor Man- 
ning for his signature to become a law. 
It allows the importation of one quart 
a month of whisky for medicinal, or 
one gallon of wine per month for sac- 
ramental uses, to a male adult or a 
woman if she be the head of a family. 
Present laws as to druggists, hospitals 
and laboratories, or alcohol for science 
or manufactures remain unchanged. 
The measure requires the filing of an 
affidavit with the probate judge stat- 
ing the purposes for which intoxicants 
are desired and the securing of a cer- 
tificate from him. It would become a 
law sixty days after being signed by 
the governor.

Sioux Falls, S. D., February 20.—The 
senate of the South Dakota legislature 
late today passed an absolute prohi- 
bition bill, 41 to 4.

AUSTRIA IS ASKED 
* BY UNITED STATES 
TO DEFINE STAND 


London, February 20.—Ffrederic C. 
Penfield, American ambassador. at 
Vienna, is said: by Reuter’s Amsterdam 
correspondent to have delivered to the 
Austro-Hungarian foreign minister a 
request for a clear and final definition 
of Austro-Hungary’s attitude regard- 
ing submarine warfare. 

The Amsterdam dispatch says that 
according to a telegram from Vienna, 
Mr. Penfield handed an aide meéemoire 
today to the foreign minister request- 
ing clear and final information as to 
what standpoint the Austro-Hungarian 
government has assumed _ regarding 
submarine warfare, and whether the 
assurances given on the occasion of 
the Ancona and Persia incidents are to 
be regarded as changed or withdrawn. 

The foreign ministry, the dispatch 
says, Will submit the aide memoire to 
a thorough examination and then make 
a reply. i 

Text of Aide Memotre. 

Foilowing is the text of the aide me- 
moire as forwarded by Reuter’s Am- 
sterdam correspondent: 

“In the note No. 4167 of December 9, 
1915, the American government laid 
down the points of view whereby it 
was guided regarding the activity of 
submarines in naval warfare. These 
points of view were on an earlier occa- 
sion clearly expressed to the German 
government and the United States gov- 
ernment was of the opinion that 
the Austro-Hungarian government was 
acquainted therewith. The Austro- 
Hungarian government replied with 
note No. 5735 of December 14, 19165, 
wherein it declared it had neither ade- 
quate knowledge of the exchange of 
ideas which had taken place between 
the United States and Germany nor 
was of the opinion. that even complete 
knowledge would suffice for judgment 
in regard to the Ancona incident, as 
the questions arising from thi's incident 
bore a different. character. 

“Nevertheless the Austro-Hungarian 
foreign ministry declared in note No. 
5949 of Decémber 21, 1915, ‘As regards 
the principle set up in the very es- 
teemed note that enemy private ships, 
provided they do not flee or offer re- 
sistance, should not be destroyed be- 
fore the pa'ssengers are placed in safety, 
the Austro-Hungarian government is in 
a position to assent in the main to 
this view of the Washington cabinet.’ 

Sinking of the Persia. 

“Further, the Austro-Hungarian gov- 
ernment on the oceasion of the sink- 
ing of the steamer Persia in January, 
1916, declared that although not in- 
formed regarding this incident, it would 
be guided by the principles whereto it 
agreed in the Ancona affair, should 
events prove that responsibility falls 
on Austria-Hungary in this matter. 

“Simultaneously with the communi- 
cation from the German government 
on the 10th of January, 1916, the Au- 
stro-Hungarian government declared 
that every merchant ship which for 
whatever purpose was armed with a 
gun forfeits by this circumstance alone 
the character of a peaceful vessel and 
that in consideration of these circum- 
stances the Austro-Hungarian naval 
forces had received orders to treat 
such vessels as warships. In conform- 
ity with this declaration ships where- 
on were American citizens were sunk 
in the Mediterranean, presumably by 
Austro-Hungarian submarines. Some 
of these ships, for example, the Eng- 
lish steamer Welsh Prince, were tor- 
pedoed without warning by a subma- 


| rine under the Austro-Hungarian flag. 


The American ambassador at Vienna 
requested information regarding these 
cases, but thus far has received 
reply. 

“At the same time as the German 
declaration,of January 31, 1917, 
described certain portions of the sea 
off the coasts of. the entente countries 
as exposed to‘ danger from subma- 
rines, the Austr@é-Hungarian govern- 
ment made known that Austria-Hun- 
gary and her alliestas from February 
1 would prevent* with all available 
means shipping’ within the defined bar- 
red area. 

The Assurance Given. 


“From.the foregoing it can be con- 
cluded that the assurance given on the 
occasion of the Ancona case and re- 
newed on the occasion of the discus- 
sion of the Persia case is in. all ma- 
terial respect the same assurance con- 
tained in the note of the German gov- 
ernment of May 4, which reads: ‘In 
conformity with the general prin- 
ciples of international law concern- 
ing the holding up, search and destruc- 
tion of merchant ships, such ships will 
not be sunk, whether inside or outside 
that portion of the sea which has been 
declared a naval war zone, without pre- 
vious warning and without taking such 
means as are available for saving hu- 
man lives, unless such ships flee or 
endeavor to offer resistance;’ and that 
this assurance is more or less altered 
by the declaration of the Austro-Hun- 
garian government of February 16 and 
January 31. 

“Since the United States government 
is in doubt regarding the meaning to 
be attached to these declarations, es- 
pecially the last, it desires to be finally 
and clearly informed of the standpoint 
which the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
| ment adopts in these circumstances 
and also whether the a'’ssurance given 
in the Ancona and Persia cases is to 
be regarded as changed or withdrawn.” 

The correspondent adds: 

“We learn that the material contents 
of this aide memorial! will be submit- 
ted to the foreign ministry to an ex- 
haustive examination from the stand- 
point of international law and will 
then be answered.”

“One of them 
laid his life preserver down and I 
picked it up, slipping i under my coat. 
It is plainly marked ‘U-53.’ I still have 
it as a memento of the occasion.” 

Captain Ensor said the first word he 
had that Germany had renewed unre- 
stricted submarine warfare was given 
him hy the U-boat’s commander. 

The sinking took place about twenty 
miles off the British coast, the captain 
added, and he prevailed upon the U-boat 
commanded to tow the Housatonic’s 
small boats with the ship’s crew in 
shore. In about an hour the trawler 
Salvatore was sighted. The U-boat 
commander then set the crew adrift 
'and then shot between the Salvatore’s 


masts. Then he went away at full 
speed.

| Francisco for Interment. 
Great Throng Paid Tribute 
to Dead Soldier.

San Antonio, Texas, February 20.— 
After lying in state in the historic 
Alamo for more than two hours, the 
body of Major General Frederick Fun- 
ston was placed aboard a special train 
here shortly after 8 o'clock tonight 
and an hour later the train left on its 
journey to San Francisco, where the 
dead army commander will be buried 
in the military cemetery at the Pre- 
sidio. Captain Fitzhugh Lee, General 
Funston’s aide, a sergeant and nine 
enlisted men of the regular army, will 
accompany the body to San Francisco. 

A continual procession of soldiers 
and civilians filed past the casket 
While it rested in the Alamo, but so 
great was the throng that sought ad- 
mission to the buildiing that many 
had been unable to gain entrance 
when the body was taken to the sta- 
tion, accompanied by an honor guard 
of C company, 37th infantry. 

An Unusual Honor. 

The placing of General Funston’s 
body in the Alamo was an unusual 
honor, as it is the first time that his- 
toric structure has been used for such 
a purpose. 

The route of the funeral train for 
more than 1,000 miles will skirt the in- 
ternational border, over which the late 
commander kept a watchful eye for 
eleven months past. Some time tomor- 
row the train will pass the edge of the 
Big Bend country, later reaching El 
Paso and thence proceed along the 
route taken by the first troops rushed 
to Columbus after the raid of last 
March.

Grand jury investigations revealing,

Effect on Inauguration. 


Abandonment of the special session 
would do away with the usual cere- 
mony of inaugurating the vice presi- 
dent in the senate chamber in the 
presence of both houses of congress, the 
diplomatic corps, the supreme court and 
other dignitaries. It would eliminate 
exactly one-half of the official cere- 
mony of inauguration day. ‘ Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall pointed out today that 
under the constitution he could take the 
oath’ of office and file notice with 
the secretary of the senate any time 
before March 4, and then, if he chose, 
take another oath at the formal cere- 
monies March 5. 

President Wilson has not decided, so 
far as is known, what he will do about 
taking an oath of office some time be- 
fore the public ceremonies on Monday, 
March 6. Secretary Lansing has ad- 
vised him that it would be proper to 
take the oath Sunday, March 4, and then 
take it again at the public ceremony. 
There were some indications that the 
president might decide not to take any 
oath at all until Monday, March 5. 
That would leave an interval, strictly 
speaking, during which .the country 
would be without a president, but there 
is precedent for such action. 

March 4 fell on a Sunday in 1821, 
when President Monroe entered his 
second term. On the advice of Chief 
Justic® Marshall, President Monroe 
took no oath until the following Mon- 
day. President Taylor followed the 
precedent set by Monroe when in 1849 
he delayed taking the oath of office 
until March 5. 

There is a precedent for taking the 
oath prior to March 4 if President Wil- 
son wishes to follow it. President 
Hayes took it on March 3, a Satur- 
day, immediately after the announce- 
ment of the conclusion of the memo- 
rable contest with Tilden. 

No Special Session Required. 

There was no announcement of 
President Wilson’s plans at the white 
house today, but among administration 
leaders at the capitol it seemed to be 
understood that unless Mr. Wilson 
changed his mind there would be no' 
special session of the senate. Just 
what the president would do about 
taking the oath was unknown to white 
house officials. 

Quite contrary to what has become 
a general opinion, no special session of 
the senate is required by the constitu- 
tion for confirmation of cabinet ap- 
poiintments, and, in fact, no confirma- 
tion of the cabinet is necessary if all 
the members remain, as appears now 
to be the plan. If any new members 
should be chosen they could ibe given 
recess appointments and be presented 
for confirmation later. 

The special session of the senate is 
in accordance only with custom of 
many years’ standiing. While the 
president is required to take a new 
oath at the beginning of a new term, 
his cabinet officers, if they remain, 
require no new oath and no new con- 
firmation, for such a thing as a term 
is unknown to their offices. The cabi- 
net as such, .quite tontrary to wide- 
spread opinion, is not recognized by 
the constitution. Its members are ap- 
pointed under the broad terms provid- 
ing for public officers who serve dur- 
iing the pleasure of the president, and 
| the statutes creating the executive de- 
partments. Therefore they require no 
reappointment and no new confirma- 
tion. 

The news that President Wilson 
might abandon the special senate ses- 
sion ‘caused officialdom to gasp until 
it refreshed its memory and loooked up, 
the constitution and laws. It was

POWER TO ENFORCE 
NEUTRALITY DUTIES 


Washington, February 20.—Secretary 
of State Lansing and Assistant Attor- 
ney General Warren urged the senate 
judiciary committee today to press 4 
bill authorizing the president to use 
the armed forces of the United States 
to enforce its neutrality obligations, 
particularly with reference to armed 
vessels of a belligerent interned in 
ports of the United States which might 
seek to escape. 

The bill would make it lawful for 


the president to employ the land and| 


naval forces ‘“‘to detain any vessel, pub- 
lic or private, foreign or domestic, in 
order to enforce compliance with or to 
prevent the violation of the obligations 
of the United States under the law of 
nations.” It also would empower the 


president to employ such forces “to en- 
force any or all other obligations im- 
posed upon the United States by the law 
of nations,” by treaties or conventions, 
or by statutes of this government. 

Other measures urged upon the com- 


mittee would provide for punishment of } 


wilful interference, attempted interfer- 
ence or conspiracy to interfere with 
exportation of articles from the United 
States to foreign countries; punishment 
for manufacturing or counterfeiting 
coin or paper or securities intended to 
be issued by an unrecognized faction 
or body of insurgents in a country with 
which the United States is at peace, and 
for prosecution of aliens, other than 
diplomatic or consular officers or at- 
taches, who might act in the United 
States as the agent of a foreign govern- 
ment without notification to and con- 
sent of this government. 

The committee took no action on the 
bills and will consider them further 
next Thursday. 


CITIZENSHIP GRANTED 
TO THE PORTO RICANS 


Washington, February 20.—The Porto 
Rican citizenship and civil government 
bill was passed by the senate today 
without a roll call. It already had 
passed the house. 

All opposition was withdrawn when 
Senator Shafroth amended the  pro- 
vision relating to qualification of vot- 


ers. For the first general election vot- 
ers shall be recognized under the pres- 
ent laws. Thereafter they shall be citi- 
zens of the United States, 21 years of 
age or over, and have such other quali- 
fications as may be prescribed by the 
legislature, provided that a property 
qualification shall at no time be im- 
posed. This disposed of the woman suf- 
frage questiom which is left to the leg- 
islature, whose laws must be approved 
by congress. 

The bill provides for all residents to 
become citizens of the United States if 
they desire. It would provide a gover- 
nor appointed by the president and an 
executive council composed of commis- 
sioners of justice, finance, interior, ed- 
ucation, agriculture and labor and 
health. The attorney general and 
treasurer would be appointed by the 
president and the other members by 
the governor. 

Legislative powers would be lodged 

in a legislature elected by the people, 
the senate to consist of nineteen mem- 
bers elected for four years. The house 
of representatives would consist of 
thirty-nine members, elected quadren- 
nially. 
The legislature would elect a com- 
missioner to the United States and all 
its laws would be subject to approval 
by congress, the president also having 
the veto power. 

The bill also provides for prohibition 
in the islands, subject to a referendum 
to the voters.

Raleigh, N. C., February 20.—A Dill 
which would prohibit the playing of 
golf on Sunday in North Carolina was 
killed by the lower house of the general 
assembly late last night.

OnGerman Submarine 


Six- Year-Old Solveig Jacob- 
sen, Her Father and Moth- 
er, Kept for Eight Days on 
U-Boat Whose Command- 
er Sank the Lusitania. 


don.)—Solveig Jacobsen, the ‘six-year- 
old daughter of a Norwegian ship mas~- 
ter, who has arrived here with her 
parents on the way to Norway, has 
the distinction of not only being the 
first child to make a voyage an 4 
German submarine, but of being the 
guest during the eight-day trip of the 
submarine commander who is declared 
to have sunk the Lusitania. 

Solveig’s father, I'sach Jacobsen, was 
the master of the Norwegian ship, Thor 
Il, which was sunk by the subma- 


} rine. The U-boat towed the ship’s boats 
with the crew of 28 toward land for | 
a while and finally left them to shift | 


for themselves, but the commander 
retained the master, his wife and child 
on the submarine while he continued 
the cruise. 

The operations, however, were of 
short duration, for the next ship en- 
countered proved to be laden with am- 
munition for France. The submarine 
was so shaken by the terrific explo- 
sion when the steamer was torpedoed, 
and by an encounter with a British 
destroyer, which all but sank the 
U-boat by ramming, that one of its 
engines wa's put out of commission, 
that the commander determinéd to 
make for his home harbor for repairs. 

The submarine limped homeward 
along a route west of Ireland and 
north of the Shetlands. Dodging many 
British patrol ships and destroyers, 
'she finally came into port at Helgo- 
land in fairly good shape, the crew 
having succeeded in repairing the en- 
gine on the voyage. 

Destroyer of the Lusitania. 

Captain Jacobsen, the master of the 
Thor II., in describing his experiences, 
dwelt on the human side of the man 
who he came to understand was the 


Lusitania’s destroyer, as shown in the 
treatment of little Solveig. The child 


was adopted as a sort of mascot on 
the submarine and wa's decorated with 
a bit of ribbon from the commander’s 
Iron Cross, which he received for an 
earlier achievement and made free of 
the ship. The submarine’s phonograph 
played “Solveigh’s Song,” by Greig, as 
the waking melody for the child and 
the sailors made a pet of her in off- 
duty hours. 

During the short stay at Helgoland, 
where the Jacobsens were the first 
neutral visitors during the war, the 
commander-in-chief of the island call- 
ed to pay his respects and presented 
the child with many souvenirs of her 
visit. 

Captain Jacobsen’s description of the 
torpedoing of the ammunition = ship 


marines are exposed. The submarine 
had halted the ship, and ignorant of 
its character, prepared to sink it by 
gunfire, to save torpedoes. The first 
shot attracted a British destroyer, 
which came at full speed. 

The submarine hastily submerged, 
sending a torpedo at the ‘steamer be- 
fore going under. An appalling ex- 
plosion followed, which, had the sub- 
marine been still on the surface, might 
have had even more serious conse- 
quences to it, 

‘We had no time to see what be- 
came of the steamer’s crew, which were 
in the boats near the steamer,” said the 
Norwegian. “The submarine was tossed 
about so‘convulsively by the force of 
the explosion that we were all thrown 
down. he submarine’s deck was rip- 
pep up and we thought our last hour 
had come.” 

The destroyer headed at ever in- 
creasing speed for the submerging sub- 
marine, but the U-boat was far enough 
down to escape the full force of the 
blow. The men in the U-boat were 
thrown hither and thither, but a quick 
examination showed that the tssubma- 
rine had not sprung a leak. One en- 
hey however, was disabled and the 
oat lost part of its mdneuvering abil- 
ity, making abandonment of the cruise 
advisable. 


Succession of Ups and Downs. 


The return trip was one long suc- 
cession of “ups and down's,” the sub- 
marine being obliged to submerge fre- 
quently as often as once an hour to 
avoid British patrol ships. The sen- 
sations of the civilian passengers dur- 
ing the frequent dives and particularly 
during the anxious moments when the 


, orchestra of fifteen men played 


submarine was carefully feeling its way 
to the surface, ignorant of whether a 
British ship might not be waiting to 
ram her, were by no means agreeable, 
and the extreme variations of tempera- 
tures between the submerged and sur- 
face positions were hard to bear. 

The food aboard was good and abun- 
dant, the boat having been provisioned 
for a four weeks’ crui'se. When the 
submarine arrived in the North sea 
the commander announced that he 
would put Captain Jacobsen and his 
wife and child aboard the first east- 
bound Norwegian steamer, but none 
was encountered. The eommander then 
proceeded for Horn’s Reef, where he 
hoped to find a Danish fishing boat. 
But these had all disappeared. 

The arrival at Helgoland, where the 
commander, owing to earlier achieve- 
ments, is highly popular, was a trium- 
phal entry. The entire crew of forty- 
two men came on deck. A's the sub- 
marine slowly entered the harbor, its 
the 
German anthem. The commander, hold- 
ing Solveig by the hand, stood on the 
bridge acknowledging the cheers from 
the other craft in the bay. 

Although the entire civilian popula- 
tion of Helgoland was transferred to 
the mainland at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, Captain Jacobsen saw many 
civilians among the thousands of sol- 
diers and sailors now garrisoning the 
island.

Announcement is made elsewhere in this 
issue that the 1917 annual Jewish Charity 
ball is.to be held in the Auditorium March 
8, and it is to be hoped that citizens of the 
city generally, Jewish and non-Jewish, will 
bear the date in mind and keep it “open,” 
that they may by the simple means of their 
patronage aid in this meritorious cause. 

The inherent Jewish predilecti6n to re- 
gard each as his brother’s keeper is well 
known in every community of whose popu- 
lation Jews form a considerable part. Espe-. 
cially has this principle been manifested year 
after year here in Atlanta; and while the 
general organizations of charity have pro- 
vided relief for all other classes of citizens, 
the Jewish people of the city, through their 
own federation and its closely-allied agency, 
the Montefiore Relief association, have very 
largely taken exclusive care of their own 
heedy ones. 

Once a year, however, this Jewish Char- 
ity ball is given, and the Jews of Atlanta, 
having assumed their full share of the city’s 
charity burden, rightfully feel that they may 
expect the general public to enter heartily 
. into the spirit of the occasion, to the end 
that as large a fund as possible might be 
realized to aid this exclusively Jewish char- 
ity in its laudable work.

It is with keen delight that Georgia 
hears the glad news of the early home-com- 
ing of her boys on the border. 

Fortunately, the men who have kept the 
name of Geofgia in the eye of the nation 
for several months will not come marching 
home battle-scarred and with tattered flags 
and bullet-punctured uniforms; but that fact 
does not minimize their heroism. The fact 
that our boys were among the very first to 
respond “Ready!” to the call of country, 
and the additional fact of their exemplary 
deportment and ungrudging fidelity to duty 
both at Camp Harris and on the bleak 
plains of the Rio Grande, prove their 
mettle and the preparedness to do, and to 
take whatever of hardship and hazard the 
exigencies from day to day might require. 
The boys of Atlanta’s own Fifth regi- 
ment will come back shortly, bronzed by 
exposure to the elements and worn by drill, 
outpost duty and the routine of camp life. 
Atlanta is proud of them; and will be more 
than glad to see them safely at home once 
again. Atlanta will be glad, too—doubly 
glad—that the regiment will come home 
undecimated—glad in the full knowledge 
that the fact there have been no casualties 
has not been due to any lack of willingness 
nor readiness upon the part of the soldiers 
for anything which might have demanded 
the supreme forfeit. 

The long stay on the border possibly has 
not been altogether to the men’s liking; 
but it has bettered them for service, made 
even better citizens of them, and if the time 
should come—God grant that it will not— 
when their country will need them again 
or otherwhere, they will be better prepared 
to repeat their response, in the good old 
Georgia way, “We are Ready!” 

Atlanta is just in the right fettle to give 
the boys a rousing welcome. It will do this; 
and let there be plenty of pep and noise 
allowed for in whatever plans may be made 
for the welcome home.

young fellows—Atlanta’s pride—have been

SUBMARINE WARFARE 
HASTENS WAR’S END, 
STATES DR. GILBERT 


—— 


Despite the fact that he finds it generally 
conceded that the allied powers will make 
considerable progress against the TeutoOns on 
the land this spring, Dr. F. H. Gilbert, of 
Atlanta, veterinary surgeon, who has just re- 
turned from his fifth trip to allied ports 
with a horse ship, believes that the new Ger- 
man submarine policy will so completely han- 
dicap the sea fighting and merchant forces 
that it will force an end to the war within 
a short while, perhaps so short a time as six 
months. 

Dr. Gilbert states that the Mediterranean 
sea is swarming with submarines, which are 
making ravages upon shipping entirely com- 
mensurate with the raids made in British 
and French waters. The anti-submarine de- 
vices, he believes, have proven themselves 
failures. 

Dr. Gilbert stated that in Alexandria, from 
whence he has just returned, it is expected 
that England will abandon her Sdlunica cam- 
paign on account of submarine hazards, and 
leave this work to the French, while she 
supplants the French forces with men sent 
across the channel.

Consistent with the traditional promises 
of the original Jewish settlers in the United 
States who were permitted to enter the Dutch 
colony of New York, the Jewish people of 
this country have established a system of fed- 
eration which is destined, eventually, to solve 
every charity problem which may arise. But 
a few weeks ago, the city of New York was 
successful in placing its charities upon @ firm 
footing; and in a campaign which lasted less 
than six weeks raiseq a permanent three- 
million-dollar annual subscription fund, out 
of which the poor and needy of all organiza- 
tions are to be provided. Cleveland, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Louisville, in fact, hundreds of 
cities in the United States, offer model ex- 
amples of what the Jew has done to demon- 
strate the humanitarian principle that, “every 
man is his brother’s keeper.” 

It needs but little emphasis to remind old- 
time residents of Atlanta of the work of the 
Atlanta Federation of Jewish Charities, and 
its closely allied agency, the Montefiore Re- 
lief association; and yet, it will not come 
amiss to mention that while the general fed- 
eration of Atlanta’s charities is providing re- 
lief to all other classes, the Jewish people of 
the city take exclusive care of their own 
needy cases through their own federation. 

While the city federation has at all times 
been co-operative, and on specific occasions 
has come to the relief of the Jewish charities, 
it will readily be seen that the Jewish com- 
munity has been instrumental in relieving the 
city of a considerable responsibilty. 

Having thus assumed its share of the city’s 
burden in this respect, the Jewish people of 
Atlanta feel that they may rightfully ex- 
pect the general] public to enter whole-heart- 
edly into the spirit of the annual charity ball, 
which is held under the auspices of the Jew- 
ish Charities, so that as large a fund as pos- 
sible may be raised on this occasion to take 


care of the cases which may arise. 


The Atlanta merchants, Jew and non-Jew 
alike, have, by their liberal contributions to 
the merchandise committee, shown a broad 
spirit of liberality, which is greatly appre- 
ciated by the officials and members of the 
Montefiore Relief association. 

At the last meeting of the chairmen of 
the various committees, which was held at 
the Jewish Educational Alliance on Sunday 
morning, satisfactory reports were presented 
by every committeeman, which added to the 
ever-increasing enthusiasm of the workers, 
who are to be congratulated upon the prog- 
ress made. 

It must be remembered, however, that no 
matter how successful the merchandise and 
program committees may be in their work, 
it will be of no avail unless the public turns 
out on March 8. Realizing fully the many de- 
mands which are constantly being made upon 
the public, the committee decided to hold the 
ball and bazar on one night only, rather than 
spread it over two or three evenings. And 
having arranged for one night only, it is 
necessary that the public co-operate in mak- 
ing this one night the biggest occasion of its 
kind during the year. The committee trusts 
that Jew and non-Jew will keep March 8 in 
mind, and make no other engagements on 
that evening. The ball and bazar will be 
held in the main hall of the Auditorium-Ar- 
mory.

DIOCESAN COUNCIL WILL 
HOLD MEETING IN APRIL: | 


The Diocesan Council of Georgia, which 
will select a successor to the late Bishop 
Cc. K. Nelson, head of the Atlanta Diocese 
Episcopal church, will meet in Macon April 
18 instead of May 9, as first announced. 
The meeting was moved up by the standing 
committee. This meeting will not be a spe- 
cial council, but will be the annual council 
of the church and the delegates will be the 
delegates to the annual council. 

The custom has been to elect the dele- 
gates to this council by the vestry which 
is usually selected early in May. The date 
for electing vestrymen and wardens has 
been’ moved up to the first Monday or Tuesday 
after Kaster Sunday so that the new vestry- 
men may select the delegates to the council 
that will meet in Macon. 

While the chief business of this council 
will be to select a bishop to succeed Bishop 
Nelson, still the meeting has not been called 
solely for this purpose, as the regular busi- 
ness of the church will be attended to at 
this time. 

The council is made up of the clergy of the 
diocese and of lay delegates from the various 
member churches. In electing a bishop the 
clerical and lay orders vote separately. For 
his election the successful candidate must 
have a majority of each order so voting. 

Any Episcopal clergyman in the United 
States, who has reached the age of 35 years, 
and any missionary bishop is eligible for 
election. No regular bishop may be trans- 
ferred from the diocese of which he has 
charge. 

After the action of the diocesan council, 
the election must be approved by a majority 
of the standing committees in the United 
States and by a majority of the bishops. As 
some time is required for these numerous 
bodies to act on the matter, it will probably 
be late in the summer before a new bishop 
can be consecrated and take charge of the 
diocese. 

Arrangements for the consecration will 
be made by the Very Rev. Dr. Daniel S. Tut- 
tle, bishop of St. Louis, the presiding bishop 
of the Episcopal church in the United States. 
Three bishops are required to participate in 
the consecration ceremonies. 


SOLDIER-ORGANIST 
WILL GIVE CONCERT

M. Bonnet is a captain in the French army, 
and has been fightimg in the trenches since 
the beginning of the European war until a 
few months ago, when he was given a fur- 
lough by the French government of its own 
accord, in order that he might make an 
American concert tour. 

M. Bonnet is organist of the famous St. 
Eustache cathedral at Paris, and ranks with 
the two or three greatest organists in the 
world. His compositions are widely used 
by organists the world over on their concert 
programs. ;

Delivering the first of two addresses he 
is to deliver before the students of the At- 
lanta Law school, Thomas Ewing, commis- 
sioner of patents, last night said that there 
was much misunderstanding about patents, 
and he followed this statement with detailed 
explanations of the regulations in regard to 
patents, and told something of their history. 

“The crowning contribution to the his- 
tory of patents of America is the examining 
System,” said he, ‘and he explained the system 
Which insures non-repetition of patents and 
benefits the country in many other ways. He 
discussed the difference between the Ameri- 
can and English systems, saying that there 
had been but little reform in this line since 
1836. 

Applications are pouring into the patent 
office of the United States by thousands, said 
he, because of the increased stimulation 
given inventive genius by the international 
crisis, thus making the United States lead 
the world in the number of patent applica- 
tions, with Germany ranking as second. Mr. 
Ewing said further that every conceivable 
device that could be possibly used in time 
of war had been brought to the attention 
of the patent office. 

Aeroplanes are receiving much attention,” 
said he, “but there is great room: for im- 
provement.” But few patents granted in 
Washington, according to Mr. Ewing, are 
to inventors living in the south, and he be- 
lieves that this is due to the fact that the 
south has not yet reached its height in in- 
ventive development. The section has been 
accredited with being largely agricultural. 

The number of patents granted by the 
United States patent office during the past 
year was 43,970, the great majority of these 
being from American inventors. There were 
Sranted in Georgia last year only 221 pat- 
ents, as compared to 6,988 in the state of 
New York, 3,000 in the state of Pennsylva- 
nia, and 1,112 in the state of Connecticut, 
the latter holding the record for the number 
of patents granted in proportion to popula- 
tion. 

Commissioner Ewing is in Atlanta as the 
guest of Hamilton Douglas, Sr., the dean of 
the Atlanta Law school, and his classmate 
at the Wooster, Ohio, college, in 1879. He is 
a nephew of General Sherman. 

‘He will lecture at the law school again 
tonight. 


GEORGIA STATE AUTO

The charter of the Georgia State Auto- 
mobile association was granted in Fulton 
superior court Tuesday morning, and a meet- 
ing of the association has been called by 
President W. Tom Winn, to be held at the 
Ansley hotel Friday night at 8 o’clock for 
the purpose of formally adopting thé charter 
and electing officers or confirming the elec- 
tion of present officers under the charter. 

Very considerable interest is being dis- 
played in the organization of the association, 
and new members are comihg in rapidly. 
Membership campaigns and organizations of 
local clubs are now going on in Atlanta, Fitz- 
gerald ‘and Columbus. Addison M. O’Flynt, 
in charge of organization, left for Macon on 
Tuesday night to confer with citizens of 
Macon and the chautauqua committee there 
for plans for a good roads day, April 5, as 
a feature of the chautauqua, which is soon 
to be held in Macon. In this connection plans 
will be set on food for the organization of a 
club in Macon and for recruiting members for 
the state association from middle Georgia. 

It is the purpose of the association to ob-

It is the object of the association to pro- 
mote the construction and maintenance of 
better roads in Georgia. 

A membership fee of $10 is being charged 
for the first year, due to the expense of or- 
ganization, though it is anticipated that this 
fee will be lowered next year.

MAJORITY OF WHEAT 
AND OATS IN STATE 
KILLED BY THE COLD 


That the recent cold weather has killed 
75 per cent of the oat and wheat crops in 
the state of Georgia, was the statement made 
Tuesday night by J. J. Brown, commissioner 
of agriculture. According to Mr. Brown, 
even worse results may follow if there is an 
attempt on the part of farmers to replant this 
acreage with cotton. 

“Such action would prove fatal next fall,” 
declared Mr. Brown. ‘This is especially so 
in view of the possibilities of war and a re- 
sultant food shortage. The ground should 
be used in planting either oats or corn, or 
both. There is some difficulty in finding the 
proper seed oats right at present, but the de- 
partment is investigating this phase and will 
be in a position to make a statement soon. 

‘In the event that the land cannot be 
planted in corn or oats, then.it should be 
planted in legumés and forage stuffs. The 
idea is to utilize the land on which the 
wheat and oats were killed in the production 
of foodstuffs and not in the production of 
cotton.”’

_ HOLIDAY IN NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, February 20.—The New Or- 
leans cotton exchange was closed today on 
account of the Mardi Gras holiday. 


New York, February 20.—A _ slight 
further advance was followed by re- 
actions under realizing and scattering 
liquidation of March contracts in the 
cotton market here today. May eased 
off from 16.44 to 16.22, but recovered 
part of the loss, closing at 16.32, with 
the general list closing steady at a net 
decline of 1 to 7 points. 

There was a renewal of yesterday's 
buying movement at the opening. First 
prices were unchanged to 3 points 
higher, and the active months sold 
about 5 to 10 points above last night’s 
closing figures during the early trad- 
ing. Relatively firm Liverpool cables, 
continued rains in the eastern belt, 
with complaints of delayed crop prep- 
arations, reports of an improved in- 
quiry for some lines of cotton goods, 
and bullish overnight spot advices 
were the factors chiefly discussed on 
the advance. They did not seem to 
bring in any fresh buying of conse- 
quence, but there was a moderate de- 
mand from houses with Liverpool con- 
nections. while offerings were com- 
paratively light oh the advance to 16.22 
for March, and 16.49 for Mzy. This 
madeva gain of over $3 per bale from 
the low level of Friday, which seemed 
to attract realizing, while there was 
also selling of March in preparation 
for notices expected on Friday. LAqui- 
dation became a little more active fol- 
lowing rumors that one of the Ameri- 
can steamers in port here was being 
unloaded, with March breaking to 16.03 
and July to 16.29, or about 10 to 14 
poiints net lower on the more active 
positions. 

Prospects for clearing weather in 
the eastern belt also created some re- 
actionary sentiment, but a modifica- 
tion of the shippiing rumor was fol- 
lowed by a steadier market on cover- 
ing by early sellers, and a little local 
buying. Closing prices showed rallies 
of 10 or 12 points from the lowest.

ARTILLERY ACTIONS 
REPORTED BY FRENCH. 


Paris, February 20.—Active artillery 
engagements occurred last night be- 
tween the Oise and the Aisne and in the 
region north of Flirey. .A surprise at- 
tack by the French resulted in the tak- 
ing of prisoners. 

The announcement follows: 

“Rather spirited artillery actions oc- 
curred between the Oise and the Aisne 
in the Avocourt sector north of Flirey 
and.west of Wattweiler.
